Sir:  In  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  section  345,  Revised 
Statutes  of  the  United  States,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith 
a  report  covering  the  operations  of  the  mints  and  assay  offices  of  the 
United  States  for  the  fiscal  year  ended- June  30,  1936,  being  the 
Sixty-fourth  Annual  Report  of  the  Director  of  the  Mint.  There  is 
also  submitted  for  publication  in  connection  therewith  the  annual 
report  of  this  Bureau  upon  the  production  and  consumption  of  the 
precious  metals  in  the  United  States  for  the  calendar  year  1935. 

OPERATION  OF  THE  MINTS  AND  ASSAY  OFFICES 

Institutions  of  the  Mint  Service 

During  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1936,  six  mint-service  institu- 
tions were  in  operation:  Coinage  mints  at  Philadelphia,  San  Fran- 
cisco, and  Denver;  assay  office  at  New  York,  which  handles  much 
import-export  gold;  mint  at  New  Orleans  conducted  as  an  assay 
office;  and  assay  office  at  Seattle.  The  two  last-named  institutions 
are,  in  effect,  bullion-purchasing  agencies  for  the  large  institutions 
and  also  serve  the  public  by  making  assays  of  ores  and  bullion. 
Electrolytic  refineries  are  operated  at  the  New  York,  Denver,  and 
San  Francisco  institutions. 

Coinage 

Domestic  coinage  demand  continued  very  large  during  the  fiscal 
year  1936,  it  being  necessary  at  times  to  use  an  extra  daily  shift  of 
employees  in  addition  to  working  the  regular  force  overtime  for  the 
purpose  of  keeping  abreast  of  shipping  orders.  Like  conditions  pre- 
vailed during  the  prior  fiscal  year. 

The  total  number  of  domestic  coins  made  during  the  fiscal  year  1936 
was  471,040,986,  as  compared  with  608,414,207  in  the  prior  year.  The 
1936  total  consisted  of  1,439,000  standard  silver  dollars,  128,876,658 
subsidiary  (fractional)  silver  coins,  88,502,614  nickel  coins,  and  252,- 
222,714  bronze  coins. 

The  value  of  the  fiscal  year  1936  domestic  coinage  was  $34,539,- 
163.34;  consisting  of  $1,439,000  in  silver  dollars;  $26,152,805.50  in 
halves,  quarters,  and  dimes;  $4,425,130.70  in  nickel  coins;  and  $2,522,- 
227.14  in  bronze  coins.  This  1936  total  value  compares  with  the  prior 
year's  $39,131,127.65. 

The  1936  fiscal  year  output  of  foreign  coin  by  United  States  mints 
was  again  extraordinarily  large,  the  total  being  72,180,449  pieces, 
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compared  with  the  1935  total  of  68,500,401.  Each  of  the  three 
coinage  mints  made  silver  coins  for  Mexico,  while  the  Philadelphia 
mint  also  made  silver,  nickel,  or  bronze  coins  for  Colombia,  Costa 
Rica,  Cuba,  Honduras,  Nicaragua,  San  Salvador,  and  Venezuela. 

The  grand  total  of  pieces  coined  in  the  fiscal  year  1936,  domestic 
and  foreign,  was  543,221,435,  which  compares  with  676,914,608 
during  the  prior  year. 

The  making  of  proof  coins  (with  highly  polished  surfaces),  which 
was  discontinued  some  years  ago,  was  resumed  during  the  fiscal  year 
1936,  these  coins  being  sold  to  the  public  at  a  premium  over  face 
value  to  cover  their  extra  cost  of  manufacture. 


Bullion  Deposit  Transactions 

Bullion  deposits  continued  to  reach  the  mints  and  assay  offices  in 
large  numbers  during  the  fiscal  year  1936.  The  number  of  deposits 
totaled  195,279,  which  compares  with  226,701  in  1935,  115,870  in 
1934,  and  36,098  in  1931.  The  1936  total  is  more  than  five  times 
that  of  1931. 

Gold  Operations 

Gold  acquisitions  by  the  mints  and  assay  offices  during  the  fiscal 
year  1936  amounted  to  $1,451,011,081.22;  gold  transfers  to  the  mints 
and  assay  offices  consisted  of  $58,536,481.98  bullion  from  Federal 
Reserve  banks,  and  domestic  coin  from  other  Treasury  offices, 
$1,003,813,951.78.  Intermint-service  institution  transfers  amounted 
to  $35,810,301.53.  These  items  total  $2,549,171,816.51,  which  com- 
pares with  the  prior  year's  $4,942,920,241.18. 

The  acquisitions  include  $27,495.18  received  at  $20.67+  per  fine 
ounce,  this  gold  not  having  previously  been  surrendered  under  the 
nationalization  orders;  on  this  gold  the  increment  to  $35  per  fine 
ounce  amounted  to  $19,081.90. 

Silver  Operations 

The  Government's  acquisitions  of  silver  during  the  fiscal  year  1936 
totaled  609,613,258  fine  ounces,  at  an  average  cost  of  64.8+  cents  per 
fine  ounce,  and  total  cost  of  $395,313,736.  The  total  consists  of  the

United  States  coin  received  for  recoinage  totaled  4,762,051  fine 
ounces,  with  recoinage  value  of  $6,583,102.  Silver  deposited  in  trust 
by  other  governments  totaled  1 1 ,706,709  fine  ounces.  Silver  transfers 
between  mint-service  institutions  totaled  406,579  fine  ounces.  The 
above  items  total  626,488,597  fine  ounces,  which  compares  with  the 
prior  year's  total  of  461,860,976  fine  ounces. 

During  the  fiscal  year  305,432,000  fine  ounces  of  silver  were  re- 
valued to  $1.29+  per  fine  ounce,  the  monetary  value  defined  by  the 
act  of  June  19,  1934,  and  the  silver  was  set  up  as  security  against  silver 
certificates.

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Silver  Price 

The  open-market  price  of  silverUn  New  York  (mean  of  bid  and 
asked)  during  the  fiscal  year  1936  averaged  $0.55341.  The  highest 
point  was1  $0.70062,  on  the  first  day  of  the  year,  July  1,  1935;  the 
lowest  was  $0.45062,  reached  January  20, 1936,  and  maintained  almost 
continuously  during  the  remainder  of  the  fiscal  year. 

For  newly  mined  domestic  silver  the  price  of  $0.7757+  per  fine 
ounce,  established  by  the  President's  proclamation  of  April  24,  1935, 
prevailed  throughout  the  fiscal  year. 

Refineries 

The  electrolytic  refinery  at  the  Denver  Mint  remained  closed  be- 
cause of  building  construction  and  other  more  urgent  activities,  as  it 
did  during  the  prior  fiscal  year.  The  refineries  at  New  York  and  San 
Francisco  produced  during  the  fiscal  year  1936  electrolytically  refined 
gold  bullion  totaling  6,842,651  fine  ounces  (234.6  tons),  and  silver 
bullion  totaling  4,555,602  fine  ounces  (156.2  tons).  During  the  prior 
year  the  quantities  were  81.9  tons  of  gold  and  45.8  tons  of  silver. 
The  capacity  of  the  New  York  refinery  has  been  materially  increased. 

The  stock  of  gold  and  silver  in  unrefined  bullion  on  hand  increased 
during  the  fiscal  year  1936  by  about  56  tons,  to  a  total  of  1,065  tons; 
the  prior  year's  increase  was  about  80  tons. 

Commemorative  Coins 

During  the  fiscal  year  1936  three  coins  of  special  design  were  issued: 
for  commemorating  the  tercentennial  of  founding  of  the  city  of  Provi- 
dence, R.  I.,  the  four-hundredth  anniversary  of  the  opening  of  the 
Old  Spanish  Trail  across  southern  United  States,  and  in  honor  of  the 
California-Pacific  Exposition  at  San  Diego,  Calif. 

The  obverse  of  the  Providence  coin  portrays  an  Indian  at  Slate 
Rock  welcoming  Roger  Williams  in  a  canoe;  a  stalk  of  Indian  corn 
adjoins  the  rock  and  in  the  background  is  shown  the  sun  rising  over 
the  waters  of  the  ocean.  The  reverse  carries  a  likeness  of  the  shield 
of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island.  The  design  is  by  Arthur  Graham  Carey 
and  John  Howard  Benson. 

The  Old  Spanish  Trail  coin  contains  on  the  obverse  the  likeness  of  a 
skull  of  a  Texas  steer  and  the  name  of  the  pioneer  Alvar  Nunez 
Cabeza  De  Vaca.  On  the  reverse  appears  a  likeness  of  a  yucca  plant 
in  flower,  also  a  map  showing  the  trail  taken  by  Cabeza  De  Vaca. 
The  design  is  by  L.  W.  Hoffecker. 

The  California-Pacific  coin  obverse  carries  a  figure  group  composed 
of  elements  on  the  shield  of  the  State  of  California,  including  a  seated 
woman,  a  bear,  horn  of  plenty,  ship,  a  miner  at  work;  and  the  reverse 
shows  a  view  of  an  exposition  building  with  the  name  San  Diego. 
It  was  designed  by  Robert  Aitken.

Housing 

The  bullion  depository  at  Fort  Knox,  Ky.,  for  the  construction  of 
which  an  allotment  of  funds  was  made  under  the  Public  Works 
Administration,  and  for  the  initial  operation  of  which  an  appropria- 
tion was  made  by  the  Deficiency  Act  of  June  22,  1936,  is  approaching 
completion  and  is  to  be  occupied  during  the  fiscal  year  1937  as  a 
depository  for  refined  gold  bullion.  Transfer  thereto  of  gold  now 
stored  at  the  Philadelphia  mint  and  the  New  York  assay  office  will 
relieve  the  vaults  in  those  institutions,  thus  providing  additional 
working  facilities  thereat. 

The  addition  to  the  Denver  mint  has  been  partially  occupied,  and 
the  new  mint  building  at  San  Francisco  is  to  be  occupied  soon. 

Stock  of  Coin  and  Monetary  Bullion  in  the  United  States 

On  June  30,  1936,  the  estimated  stock  of  domestic  coin  in  the 
United  States  was  $1,017,853,  376,  of  which  $547,080,164  was  standard 
silver  dollars,  $331,716,093  subsidiary  silver  coin,  and  $139,057,119 
minor  coin. 

The  stock  of  gold  bullion,  including  coin,  held  in  the  Treasury  on 
the  same  date  was  valued  at  $10,608,416,678,  an  increase  of  $1,493,- 
035,869;  the  stock  of  silver  bullion  was  1,076,865,202  fine  ounces,  an 
increase  of  593,875,690  fine  ounces. 

Production  of  Gold  and  Silver 

Domestic  gold  production  during  the  calendar  year  1935  was 
3,609,283  fine  ounces  with  value  $126,324,900,  as  compared  with 
3,091,183  fine  ounces  with  value  $108,191,400  in  1934.  The  output 
was  about  74  percent  in  quantity  of  that  for  the  record  year  1915, 
when  the  total  was  4,887,604  fine  ounces,  valued  at  $101,035,700. 

Silver  of  domestic  production  during  1935  totaled  45,924,454 
ounces,  valued  at  $33,008,201  on  the  basis  of  the  average  price  of 
newly  mined  domestic  silver  received  by  the  Treasury,  $0.71875  per 
fine  ounce;  this  compares  with  32,725,353  ounces,  valued  at  $21,155,- 
784,  for  1934,  and  with  the  record  production  of  1915,  74,961,075  fine 
ounces,  valued  at  $37,397,300. 
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Industrial  Consumption  of  Gold  and  Silver 

Gold  consumption  in  the  industrial  arts  during  the  calendar  year 
1935  is  estimated  at  $25,929,497;  the  return  from  industrial  use 
exceeded  the  total  used  by  industry  by  $32,461,178  (a  reversal  of 
usual  practice),  so  it  is  considered  that  no  new  gold  was  added  to 
industry's  consumption. 

Silver  used  in  the  arts  is  estimated  at  41,192,023  fine  ounces,  of 
which  5,288,916  fine  ounces  was  new  material. 

As  compared  with  the  prior  year,  silver  consumption  was  about 
1,500,000  ounces  more  and  gold  consumption  about  334,000  ounces 
more. 

Import  and  Export  of  Domestic  Gold  Coin 

The  net  import  of  domestic  gold  coin  during  the  fiscal  year  ended 
June  30,  1936,  according  to  statistics  compiled  by  the  Bureau  of 
Foreign  and  Domestic  Commerce,  was  $184,113;  during  the  prior 
fiscal  year  there  was  net  import  of  $6,824,149.  During  the  22  fiscal 
years  1915-36,  since  the  opening  of  the  World  War,  there  was  net 
export  of  $766,864,069.  Since  1870  the  net  export  of  domestic  gold 
coin  has  been  $1,644,513,133,  as  per  tabulation  by  fiscal  years,  which 
may  be  found  in  another  section  of  this  volume. 

Appropriations,  Expenses,  and  Income 

Regular  appropriations  available  for  the  mint  service  during  the 
fiscal  year  1936  totaled  $1,256,600;  the  second  deficiency  act  provided 
$150,000;  allotments  for  meeting  emergency  expenses  amounted  to 
$1,179,098;  and  reimbursements  to  appropriations  for  services  ren- 
dered amounted  to  $513,231,  making  a  total  of  $3,098,929. 

Expenses  amounted  to  $3,134,432,  of  which  $3,022,797  was  charge- 
able to  appropriations  and  $111,635  chargeable  to  income. 

The  regular  income  realized  by  the  Treasury  from  the  mint  service 
aggregated  $19,190,279,  of  which  $13,996,324  was  seigniorage.  The 
seigniorage  on  silver-dollar  coin  was  $578,941,  on  subsidiary  silver 
coin  was  $9,150,865,  and  on  minor  coin  $4,266,518.  Extraordinary 
income  taken  into  account  consisted  of  seigniorage  on  silver  bullion 
revalued  to  $1.29+  per  ounce,  $201,418,242,  and  increment  to  $35 
per  ounce  on  revalued  gold,  $19,082,  total  $201,437,324.

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Assay  Commission's  Annual  Test  oj  Coin 

Section  3547  of  the  Revised  Statutes  provides  for  an  annual  test 
of  the  domestic  coinage  executed  during  each  calendar  year  by  a  com- 
mission, of  whom  part  are  ex-officio  members,  the  others  being 
appointed,  without  compensation,  by  the  President.  The  purpose  is 
to  secure  a  due  conformity  in  the  gold  and  silver  coins  to  their  respec- 
tive standards  of  fineness  and  weight.  The  Commission,  which  met 
at  the  Philadelphia  Mint,  February  12,  1936,  reported  the  following 
results  of  their  examination  of  the  1935  coinage: 

Your  committee  on  counting  reports  that  the  packages  containing  the  pieces 
reserved  by  the  several  mints  for  the  trial  of  coins,  in  accordance  with  section 
3539  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  were  delivered  to  us  by  the  superintendent  of  the 
mint  at  Philadelphia,  and  upon  comparison  with  the  transcripts  kept  by  the 
Director  of  the  Mint  were  found  to  be  correct.  Several  packages  were  selected 
from  the  deliveries  of  each  month  from  each  mint  of  all  denominations  coined, 
and  the  coins  contained  therein  were  counted  and  found  to  agree  with  the  number 
called  for  in  each  package. 

The  committee  on  assaying  has  completed  the  assays  on  samples  taken  from 
different  lots  of  coin  representing  all  denominations  coined  during  the  year  1935 
by  the  United  States  mints  at  Philadelphia,  San  Francisco,  and  Denver. 

No  gold  was  coined  at  any  of  the  mints  during  the  year  1935. 

The  result  of  the  assays  upon  coins  and  mass  melts  made  from  coins  is  very 
satisfactory,  being  well  within  legal  limit  of  tolerance,  which  is  three  one-thou- 
sandths for  silver  coins.

The  committee  on  weighing  reports  that  in  accordance  with  the  rules  adopted 
by  the  Assay  Commission  in  1930  the  committee  received  from  the  committee 
on  assaying  the  residues  of  the  several  parcels  of  reserved  coins,  and  took  there- 
from at  random  from  the  parcels  of  each  mint  such  a  number  of  coins  of  each  of 
the  denominations  represented  and  so  distributed  by  dates  of  coinage  as  to  be 
sufficient  for  the  purpose  of  weighing.  One  or  more  coins  were  selected  from 
substantially  every  one  of  the  310  parcels  presented.  Accordingly,  321  pieces 
were  selected  for  weighing. 

Each  of  these  coins  was  weighed  to  an  accuracy  of  0.00  grain  and  the  results 
recorded.  The  standards  used  were  a  set  of  sealed  coin  weights  and  a  set  of 
grain  weights,  delivered  to  the  Commission  from  the  Bureau  of  Standards,  Wash- 
ington, D.  C.,  under  seal  and  accompanied  by  certificates  signed  by  the  Director 
of  the  Bureau.  The  weighings  were  made  by  the  method  employed  for  this 
purpose.  This  balance  was  tested  before  the  weighing  of  the  coins  was  com- 
menced and  was  found  to  be  accurate  and  reliable  and  very  well  adapted  for  the 
work  of  the  committee.

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REPORT  ON  PRODUCTION  AND 
CONSUMPTION  OF  GOLD  AND  SILVER  IN 
THE  UNITED  STATES  DURING  THE 
CALENDAR  YEAR  1935 

INTRODUCTION 

The  official  estimate  of  the  production  of  gold  and  silver  in  the 
United  States  is  made  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Mint  with  the  cooperation 
of  the  Bureau  of  Mines,  the  latter  making  a  mine  canvass  in  each 
State  and  the  former  working  backward  from  mint  deposits  through 
refineries,  smelters,  and  other  reduction  works  to  the  mine  production 
estimate  made  by  the  former.  The  official  estimate  represents  the 
material  received  at  mint  service  offices  and  private  refineries.  The 
difference  between  this  estimate  and  the  mine  production  estimate 
is  almost  entirely  due  to  the  time  element  involved  in  the  reducing 
processes,  since  differences  for  series  of  years  are  shown  by  comparison 
to  practically  offset  each  other.  The  two  systems  thus  verify  and 
support  each  other. 

The  gold  production  of  the  United  States,  including  its  insular 
dependencies,  for  the  calendar  year  1935  is  estimated  to  have  been 
3,609,283  fine  ounces,  valued  at  $126,324,900,  and  the  production  of 
silver  is  estimated  at  45,924,454  fine  ounces,  valued  at  $33,008,201. 
A  comparison  of  these  figures  with  those  of  1934  indicates  about 
518,000  fine  ounces  increase  in  production  of  gold  and  approximately 
13,200,000  ounces  increase  in  silver  production. 

The  output  of  most  of  the  gold-producing  States  again  increased 
in  1935.  California,  the  largest  producer,  made  the  largest  increase, 
about  157,000  ounces,  to  a  total  of  over  870,000  ounces.  The  Philip- 
pines and  South  Dakota  followed  with  increases  of  96,000  and  93,000 
ounces,  respectively ;  Arizona,  about  57,000;  Montana,  49,000;  Nevada 
41,000;  Colorado,  40,000;  and  Utah,  29,000.  The  only  considerable 
reduction  was  that  of  Alaska,  about  75,000  ounces. 

Silver  production  increased  all  along  the  line,  Montana's  increase 
of  nearly  4,500,000  ounces  being  the  largest,  and  Idaho's  increase  of 
over  2,800,000  ounces  giving  that  State  the  largest  output,  over 
10,300,000  ounces.  Large  increases  of  other  States  were  Arizona 
nearly  1,500,000  ounces,  Colorado  about  1,400,000  ounces,  and 
Nevada  and  Utah,  over  1,000,000  ounces  each. 

A  brief  review  of  mining  conditions,  for  which  acknowledgments 
are  made  to  the  United  States  Bureau  of  Mines,  follows.  The  pro- 
duction figures  therein  differ,  as  explained  above,  from  the  Bureau 
of  the  Mint  production  estimates.  Further  information  concerning 
same  can  be  obtained  by  those  interested  by  addressing  the  Bureau 
of  Mines  at  Washington. 
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ALASKA 

According  to  Charles  W.  Henderson,  of  the  Denver  office  of  the 
United  States  Bureau  of  Mines,  during  the  years  1931-35,  the  average 
yearly  gold  production  of  Alaska  has  been  473,000  fine  ounces.  Dur- 
ing this  period  the  output  of  the  Alaska  Juneau  lode  mine  has  been 
between  120,000  and  179,000  ounces  yearly.  The  yearly  output  for  the 
United  States  Smelting,  Refining  &  Mining  Co.'s  dredges  at  Fairbanks 
and  Nome  have  been  about  equal  to  that  of  the  Alaska  Juneau.  All 
other  lode  and  placer  mines  have  made  up  the  remainder.  In  1935 
owing  to  a  labor  strike  at  the  Alaska  Juneau  which  resulted  in  a  com- 
plete shut-down  of  the  mine  from  May  22  to  July  5  with  normal  opera- 
tions not  resumed  until  the  latter  part  of  July,  the  12  months'  gross 
for  this  company  wTas  $4,176,000  (principally  from  gold,  120,000 
ounces,  with  minor  receipts  for  silver  and  lead)  in  1935  as  compared 
with  $4,477,950  in  1934.  The  United  States  Smelting,  Refining  & 
Mining  Co.'s  dredges  at  Fairbanks  yielded  about  the  same  output  in 
1935  as  in  1934  but  its  renovated  dredges  and  reopened  ground  at 
Nome  made  an  increased  output.  The  First  National  Bank  of  Fair- 
banks, the  Miners  &  Merchants  Bank  of  Iditarod,  at  Flat,  and  the 
Miners  &  Merchants  Bank  of  Alaska,  at  Nome,  made  heavy  bullion 
shipments  to  Seattle.  The  bullion  production  of  the  Willow  Creek 
lode  mine  at  Wasilla,  showed  a  heavy  decrease  for  1935  as  compared 
with  1934.  The  ChichagofF  Mining  Co.,  near  Klag  Bay,  and  the 
Hirst-Chichagof  Mining  Co.,  at  Kimshan  Cove,  continued  as  impor- 
tant lode  producers. 

Silver  production  in  Alaska  in  1934  was  a  byproduct  of  lode  and 
placer  gold,  but  in  1935  output  was  augmented  by  the  silver  contained 
in  the  copper  concentrates  from  the  Kennecott  and  Mother  Lode 
Coalition  copper  mines,  idle  throughout  1934,  but  operated  part  of 
1935. 

ARIZONA 

The  production  of  gold,  silver,  copper,  lead,  and  zinc  in  Arizona  in 
1935  was  valued  at  $37,434,000  according  to  estimates  of  C.  N.  Gerry 
and  Paul  Luff,  of  the  United  States  Bureau  of  Mines.  The  ore 
mined  in  1935  was  more  than  double  that  in  1934  and  there  were 
marked  increases  in  all  the  metals  recovered.  The  increase  in  gold, 
silver,  and  copper  accounted  for  the  majority  of  the  increase  in  the 
value  of  the  five  metals  which  was  $14,200,000  more  than  the  total 
value  of  the  metal  output  in  1934. 

The  recoverable  gold  output  from  lode  and  placer  mines  in  Arizona 
in  1935  was  244,280  fine  ounces  compared  with  167,024.12  fine 
ounces  in  1934.  The  large  increase  of  more  than  77,000  ounces  came 
chiefly  from  copper  ore  and  siliceous  ore. 

Gold  from  lode  mines  was  237,280  ounces  in  1935,  an  increase 
from  160,041.86  ounces  in  1934,  and  gold  from  placers  was  7,000 
ounces,  an  increase  from  6,982.26  ounces.  About  one-third  of  the 
placer  gold  was  recovered  by  a  floating  amalgamator  on  Lynx  Creek 
15  miles  northeast  of  Prescott;  it  is  equipped  with  two  drag-line 
excavators.  Gold  in  bullion  from  ore  and  old  tailings  treated  by 
amalgamation  or  cyanidation  increased  from  36,828.30  ounces  in 
1934  to  about  58,000  ounces  in  1935.  The  increase  represented  a 
return  to  normal  operations  at  Oatman  and  Katherine  in  Mohave 
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County.  Crude  ore  smelted  contained  109,000  ounces  of  gold  and 
concentrates  70,000  ounces.  An  increase  in  gold  was  recorded  in  all 
classes  of  ore  but  especially  from  copper  ore  and  gold  ore.  A  large 
increase  in  gold  from  gold  ore  was  made  at  the  Tom  Reed,  Octave, 
Tyro,  Gold  Standard,  Hillside,  Pioneer,  Sterling,  Gold  Road,  Ruth- 
Rattan,  Portland,  and  Harbud  properties.  Gold  from  copper  ore 
was  increased  considerably  at  the  United  Verde,  New  Cornelia,  and 
Copper  Queen  mines.  These  three  properties  (operated  by  the 
Phelps  Dodge  corporation)  produced  nearly  half  of  the  total  lode  gold. 

The  largest  producers  of  gold  in  Arizona  in  1935  were  the  Copper 
Queen  mine  at  Bisbee,  United  Verde  mine  at  Jerome,  New  Cornelia 
mine  at  Ajo,  Tom  Reed  mine  at  Oatman,  Magma  mine  at  Superior, 
Eagie-Picher  property  at  Ruby,  Hillside  mine  near  Hillside,  Lake 
Superior  &  Arizona  lease  at  Superior,  Octave  mine  at  Octave,  United 
Verde  Extension  mine  at  Jerome,  Tyro  and  Gold  Standard  properties 
at  Katherine,  and  Harbud  mine  near  Humboldt. 

The  recovered  silver  output  in  Arizona  amounted  to  6,622,000 
ounces  in  1935,  an  increase  from  4,448,474  ounces  in  1934.  The 
value  of  the  output  increased  from  $2,875,781  to  $4,759,563  as  the 
average  price  of  silver  rose  from  64.646  cents  an  ounce  in  1934  to 
71.875  cents  an  ounce  in  1935.  The  majority  of  the  silver  (4,622,000 
ounces)  was  recovered  from  crude  ore  smelted,  1,900,000  ounces  were 
recovered  from  ore  concentrated,  and  100,000  ounces  were  recovered 
at  gold  and  silver  mills.  The  majority  of  the  silver  (70  percent) 
was  recovered  from  copper  ore  chiefly  from  the  Copper  Queen  branch 
at  Bisbee,  United  Verde  at  Jerome,  Magma  at  Superior,  New  Cornelia 
at  Ajo,  and  the  United  Verde  Extension  at  Jerome.  Considerable 
silver  was  recovered  from  lead-zinc  ore  mined  at  Ruby  and  from  lead 
ore  and  siliceous  silver  ore  mined  at  Tombstone.  The  Eagle-Picher 
property  at  Ruby  ranked  third  in  the  production  of  silver  in  Arizona 
in  1935.  Other  large  producers  of  silver  were  the  Tombstone  (Bunker 
Hill)  property  at  Tombstone,  the  Hillside  mine  near  Hillside,  the 
Reymert  mine  near  Superior,  the  Shattuck-Denn  property  at  Bisbee, 
and  the  Swastika  mine  near  Cleator.  There  were  845  producing  lode 
mines  and  800  placer  mines  in  Arizona  in  1935  compared  with  747 
lode  mines  and  867  placer  mines  in  1934. 

CALIFORNIA 

California  continued  to  maintain  its  position  as  the  leading  gold- 
producing  State  of  the  United  States  in  1935;  its  output  exceeded 
that  of  South  Dakota,  Alaska,  and  the  Philippine  Islands,  according 
to  Charles  White  Merrill,  of  the  United  States  Bureau  of  Mines. 

Lode  and  placer  mining  in  the  State  is  estimated  to  have  yielded 
888,510  fine  ounces  of  gold  valued  at  $31,097,850,  an  increase  of 
169,446  ounces  in  quantity  and  $5,966,563  in  value.  The  average 
price  of  gold  in  1934  was  $34.95  compared  with  $35  in  1935.  Despite 
this  differential  in  price,  however,  the  increase  in  both  quantity  and 
value  was  24  percent.  Lode  mines  are  estimated  to  have  supplied 
two-thirds  of  the  California  gold  in  1935,  the  remainder  having 
been  produced  by  placer  properties.  Straight  gold  ore  was  the 
principal  source  of  gold  from  lode  properties;  very  much  smaller 
quantities  were  produced  from  gold-silver  ores,  copper  ores,  and  lead 
ores.    The  predominance  of  free-milling  gold  ore  in  California  is 
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evidenced  by  the  great  importance  of  amalgamation  as  a  method  of 
recovery.  Preliminary  figures  indicate  that  over  one-half  of  the  gold 
in  the  State  was  recovered  by  amalgamation.  The  cyanide  process 
accounted  for  a  substantial  gold  output  as  a  result  of  its  application 
to  ores,  old  tailings,  and  concentrates.  The  smelting  of  concentrates 
accounted  for  large  quantities  of  gold ;  the  direct  smelting  of  auriferous 
ores  yielded  smaller  amounts.  Dredging  was  the  leading  method  of 
working  placer  deposits  in  point  of  quantity  of  gold  recovered.  In 
addition  to  the  conventional  type  of  bucket  dredge,  a  large  number 
of  small  plants  using  the  dragline  method  of  excavation  have  entered 
the  California  gold  field  in  recent  years;  output  of  these  plants  ap- 
pears to  have  increased  considerably  during  1935.  Thousands  of 
itinerate  miners  continued  to  apply  hand  methods  to  gravels  through- 
out the  State;  although  their  individual  productions  were  very  small, 
the  sum  of  their  outputs  added  considerably  to  the  California  total 
for  1935.  Nevada  County,  because  of  the  enormous  productivity 
of  its  Grass  Valley-Nevada  City  district,  continued  to  be  the  leading 
gold-producing  county  of  the  State.  The  output  of  dredges  was 
largely  responsible  for  the  importance  of  Sacramento  and  Yuba 
Counties  as  gold  producers.  Amador,  Calaveras,  and  Eldorado 
Counties  included  the  most  productive  sections  of  the  Mother  Lode. 
High-grade  ore  in  the  Alleghany  district  and  the  new  developments 
in  the  Mohave  district  were  the  principal  reasons  for  the  inclusion  of 
Sierra  and  Kern  Counties,  respectively,  in  the  list  of  leading  gold- 
producing  counties  in  California,  The  principal  gold-producing  com- 
panies (or  mines)  of  California  working  lode  properties,  arranged 
roughly  in  order  of  their  importance  as  producers,  included  the 
Empire  Star  Mines  Co.,  Ltd.,  and  the  Idaho  Maryland  Mines  Cor- 
poration, both  in  the  Grass  Valley-Nevada  City  district,  Nevada 
County;  the  Iron  Mountain  property  of  the  Mountain  Copper  Co., 
Ltd.,  Iron  Mountain  district,  Shasta  County;  Lava  Cap  Gold  Mining 
Corporation,  Grass  Valley-Nevada  City  district,  Nevada  County; 
Argonaut  Mining  Co.,  Ltd.,  Mother  Lode  district,  Amador  County; 
Carson  Hill  Gold  Mining  Corporation,  Mother  Lode  district,  Cala- 
veras County;  those  working  placer  properties  were  the  Natomas 
Co.,  Folsom "district,  Sacramento  County;  Yuba  Consolidated  Gold 
Fields,  Yuba  River  district,  Yuba  County;  and  the  Capital  Dredging 
Co.,  Folsom  district,  Sacramento  County. 

The  mine  production  of  silver  in  California  in  1935  is  estimated  to 
have  been  1,199,500  fine  ounces  valued  at  $862,141,  compared  with 
844,414  ounces  valued  at  $545,885  in  1934,  an  increase  of  42  percent 
in  quantity  and  58  percent  in  value.  Most  of  the  silver  was  derived 
from  lode  mines,  but  smaller  quantities  were  recovered  as  a  by- 
product of  placer-gold  mining.  Practically  all  of  the  lode  silver  was 
recovered  from  gold  ores  mined  in  Nevada  and  Kern  Counties  and 
from  gold-silver  ores  mined  in  San  Bernardino  County. 

CENTRAL  STATES 

There  was  no  production  of  gold  reported  from  mines  in  the  Cen- 
tral States  in  1935.  The  Ropes  gold  mine,  at  Ishpeming,  Mich.,  and 
adjacent  areas,  were  being  sampled  and  developed  by  the  Ishpeming 
Gold  Mining  Co.  It  is  stated  that  an  experimental  milling  plant 
will  be  built  in  1936. 
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The  output  of  silver  from  mines  in  the  Central  States  increased 
from  63,905  ounces  in  1934  to  117,917  ounces  in  1935.  Mines  in 
Michigan  yielded  only  4,219  ounces  of  silver,  all  of  which  was  derived 
from  copper  ore.  Mines  in  Missouri  were  responsible  for  110,551 
ounces  of  silver.  None  of  the  silver  was  from  zinc  concentrates  or 
copper  ore  and  the  output  was  all  derived  from  skimmings  or  lead 
residues  refined  at  smelters. 

Silver  recovered  from  lead  concentrates  shipped  from  Illinois 
fluorspar  mines,  in  1935,  was  3,147  ounces,  compared  with  310  ounces 
in  1934. 

COLORADO 

The  production  of  gold  from  Colorado  ores  and  gravels  in  1935,  in 
terms  of  recovered  metal,  was  349,280.80  ounces,  as  compared  with 
324,923.32  ounces  in  1934,  according  to  Chas.  W.  Henderson  and 
A.  J.  Martin,  of  the  United  States  Bureau  of  Mines.  Lode  mines  in 
1935  yielded  329,917.80  ounces,  and  placers  19,363  ounces.  The 
chief  gold-producing  counties  in  1935  were:  Teller  (Cripple  Creek 
district),  124,324  ounces;  Park,  71,942.86  ounces;  Boulder,  22,631.20 
ounces;  Gilpin,  21,027  ounces;  Clear  Creek,  16,371  ounces;  San  Juan, 
16,128  ounces;  Lake,  15,980.20  ounces;  Ouray,  12,520.03  ounces;  San 
Miguel,  11,774.32  ounces;  Eagle,  9,909.86  ounces,  and  Rio  Grande, 
8,119  ounces.  The  largest  increases  in  quantity  in  1935  over  1934 
were  13,278.59  ounces  in  Gilpin  County,  6,917.94  ounces  in  Rio 
Grande  (Summitville  district),  5,501.33  ounces  in  San  Miguel,  and 
5,094.72  ounces  in  Boulder.  The  only  important  decrease  was 
13,924.78  ounces  in  Park  County.  A  total  of  1,770,984  tons  of  mine 
and  dump  ore  and  old  tailings  was  sold  or  treated  in  Colorado  in 
1935,  of  which  1,535,534  tons  were  classed  as  dry  and  siliceous  (gold, 
gold-silver,  and  silver)  ores  and  yielded  90.04  percent  of  the  total 
State  gold;  copper  and  copper-lead  ore  yielded  2.47  percent;  lead  and 
lead-zinc  ore  1.94  percent;  and  placers  5.54  percent. 

The  silver  output  in  1935,  in  terms  of  recovered  metal,  was  4,696,064 
ounces,  an  increase  of  1,220,403  ounces  from  1934.  Since  1929  Eagle 
County  has  led  other  counties  in  the  State  in  silver  production.  In 
1935  this  county  produced  2,792,270  ounces,  or  59  percent  of  the 
State  total.  The  second  largest  producing  county  was  Mineral 
(Creede  district)  with  an  output  of  499,680  ounces,  compared  with 
479,890  ounces  in  1934.  The  record  of  other  formerly  important 
silver-producing  counties,  listed  in  order  of  total  production,  was  as 
follows  in  1935:  Lake,  114,766  ounces;  Pitkin,  174,208  ounces;  Clear 
Creek,  100,935  ounces;  San  Miguel,  172,932  ounces;  Ouray,  226,183 
ounces;  San  Juan,  282,418  ounces;  Summit,  12,669  ounces;  Dolores, 
71,040  ounces;  and  Gilpin,  77,824  ounces.  Copper  ore,  nearly  all 
from  Eagle  County,  yielded  2,789,222  ounces;  dry  silver  ore,  largely 
from  Mineral,  Ouray,  and  Pitkin  Counties,  860,363  ounces;  dry  gold 
and  gold-silver  ores,  813,159  ounces;  copper-lead,  lead,  and  lead-zinc 
ores,  229,352  ounces,  and  placer  mines  3,968.  The  total  production 
of  Colorado,  in  terms  of  recovered  metals,  compiled  from  all  sources 
by  Chas.  W.  Henderson,  from  1858  to  1935  has  been:  Gold,  36,079,558 
ounces;  silver,  672,346,106  ounces. 
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EASTERN  AND  APPALACHIAN  STATES 

The  mine  production  of  gold  in  the  Eastern  and  Appalachian 
States  increased  from  6,640.45  fine  ounces  in  1934  to  9,490.66  fine 
ounces  in  1935.  The  increase  of  about  2,844  ounces  was  mainly  due 
to  increased  production  from  mines  in  North  Carolina  and  South 
Carolina.  A  large  part  of  the  gold  was  from  crude  ore  or  concen- 
trates shipped  to  smelters.  In  1935  Alabama  produced  2,227.44  fine 
ounces;  Georgia,  993.78  ounces;  North  Carolina,  2,175.57  ounces; 
Pennsylvania,  745  ounces;  South  Carolina,  2,273.51  ounces ;  Tennessee, 
423  ounces;  and  Virginia,  652.56  ounces. 

About  63  placer  mines  in  Alabama,  Georgia,  North  Carolina,  South 
Carolina,  and  Virginia  yielded  725.25  fine  ounces  of  gold  of  which 
332.50  were  from  Georgia,  143  ounces  from  South  Carolina,  153.82 
ounces  from  Virginia,  90.84  ounces  from  North  Carolina,  and  5.09 
ounces  from  Alabama. 

None  of  the  lead,  zinc,  or  lead-zinc  mines  juelded  any  gold.  Copper 
ore  and  copper  concentrates  from  pyritiferous  magnetite  ores  in 
Tennessee,  North  Carolina,  and  Pennsylvania  yielded  1,348  ounces  of 
gold,  which  was  70  ounces  more  than  in  1934.  All  the  gold  from 
Tennessee  mines  was  derived  from  copper  ore  from  the  Ducktown 
district. 

Siliceous  gold  ore  (48,275  tons)  milled  or  shipped  to  smelters  from 
mines  in  Alabama,  Georgia,  North  Carolina,  South  Carolina,  and 
Virginia  yielded  7,417.41  ounces  of  gold  which  was  2,923.20  ounces 
more  than  in  1934.  Nearly  20,000  tons  of  gold  ore  were  treated  at 
gold  and  silver  mills  (by  amalgamation);  2,831  tons  of  crude  gold  ore 
were  shipped  to  smelters.  About  25,450  tons  of  gold  ore  were  treated 
at  flotation  plants,  yielding  1,334  tons  of  gold  concentrates  which 
were  also  shipped  to  smelters  and  yielded  3,432.93  ounces  of  gold. 
Bullion  at  gold  milling  plants  yielded  only  1,528.87  ounces. 

The  mine  output  of  silver  decreased  from  104,493  ounces  in  1934 
to  83,975  ounces  in  1935.  Of  this,  copper  ores  in  Tennessee  and 
North  Carolina  yielded  54,011  ounces,  copper  concentrates  from 
pyritiferous  magnetite  ore  from  Pennsylvania  5,843  ounces,  and 
lead-zinc  ore  from  New  York  and  Tennessee  21,804  ounces.  Siliceous 
ore  yielded  2,244  ounces  and  bullion  from  placer  mines  27  ounces. 
The  silver  recovered  in  New  York  was  from  lead  concentrates 
smelted,  and  a  few  ounces  of  silver  was  also  recovered  from  carbonate 
lead  ore  shipped  from  Tennessee. 

IDAHO 

The  output  of  gold,  silver,  copper,  lead,  and  zinc  from  mines  in 
Idaho  in  1935  was  valued  at  $19,522,704  compared  with  $15,277,669 
in  1934,  according  to  C.  N.  Gerry  and  Paul  Luff,  of  the  United  States 
Bureau  of  Mines. 

The  output  of  gold  decreased  slightly  from  84,817.20  fine  ounces  in 
1934  to  83,823.06  fine  ounces  in  1935,  as  a  result  of  the  decline  in 
the  output  of  gold  from  lode  mines;  gold  from  lode  mines  (52,072.03 
ounces)  decreased  5,488.80  ounces,  but  gold  recovered  from  placers 
(31,751.03  ounces)  increased  4,494.66  ounces.  Siliceous  ore,  old 
tailings,  etc.,  yielded  50,141.19  ounces  of  gold  in  1935  or  60  percent 
of  the  total  gold;  placers  yielded  nearly  38  percent  of  the  total  gold. 
Crude  ore  shipped  direct  to  smelters  contained  4,489.18  ounces  of 
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gold,  concentrates  23,415.52  ounces,  and  bullion  from  gold  and 
silver  mills  24,054.57  ounces.  A  substantial  increase  in  gold  was 
reported  at  the  Gold  Hill  (Talache)  mine  at  Quartzburg,  but  there 
was  a  decided  decrease  in  gold  from  the  property  of  the  St.  Joseph 
Lead  Co.  at  Atlanta.  The  production  of  gold  from  nine  floating 
dredges  in  1935  was  23,616.96  ounces  (28  percent  of  the  State  gold 
output),  an  increase  of  7,764.91  ounces  over  the  output  in  1934. 
The  largest  producers  of  gold  in  Idaho  in  1935  were  the  St.  Joseph 
Lead  Co.  at  Atlanta,  Idaho  Gold  Dredging  Co.  at  Warren,  Yellow 
Pine  Co.  near  Stibnite,  Warren  Creek  Dredging  Co.  at  Warren,  and 
the  Gold  Hill  mine  at  Quartzburg.  Lode  and  placer  mines  in  the 
Middle  Boise  district,  Elmore  County,  produced  24  percent  of  the 
total  gold;  lode  and  placer  mines  in  the  Warren  district,  Idaho 
County,  19  percent;  lode  and  placer  mines  in  the  Boise  Basin  district, 
Boise,  County,  15  percent;  and  lode  mines  in  the  Yellow  Pine  district, 
Valley  County,  10  percent. 

The  output  of  silver  in  Idaho  in  1935  was  10,240,953  ounces  com- 
pared with  7,394,143  ounces  in  1934,  an  increase  of  2,846,810  ounces, 
or  39  percent.  Idaho  continued  to  hold  first  place  in  the  United 
States  in  the  output  of  silver,  followed  by  Montana  and  Utah.  Silver 
recovered  from  silver  ore  (nearly  all  of  which  was  formerly  classified 
as  copper-lead  ore)  increased  more  than  2,500,000  ounces  and  ac- 
counted for  62  percent  of  the  State  total.  There  were  also  increases 
in  silver  recovered  from  lead-zinc  ore  and  old  tailings  and  lead  ore 
(23  percent  of  the  total  silver  came  from  lead-zinc  ore  and  14  percent 
came  from  lead  ore).  Crude  ore  shipped  direct  to  smelters  contained 
666,997  ounces  of  silver,  concentrates  9,541,223  ounces,  and  bullion 
from  gold  and  silver  mills  16,787  ounces.  Mines  in  the  Coeur 
d'Alene  district  produced  nearly  97  percent  of  the  total  silver.  The 
output  of  silver  from  the  Sunshine  mine  in  1935  increased  more  than 
2,400,000  ounces  over  the  output  in  1934,  and  it  was  again  the  largest 
producer  of  silver  in  the  United  States.  Other  large  producers  of 
silver  in  Idaho  were  the  Hecla  mine  at  Burke,  the  Bunker  Hill  and 
Sullivan  property  at  Kellogg,  the  Morning  mine  at  Mullan,  and  the 
Crescent  mine  east  of  Kellogg,  all  in  the  Coeur  d'Alene  region,  Sho- 
shone County.  The  Coeur  d'Alene  district  produced  1,237,244  tons 
of  ore,  old  tailings,  etc.,  2,714  of  gold,  9,892,910  ounces  of  silver, 
1,974,458  pounds  of  copper,  156,580,100  pounds  of  lead,  and  62,017,841 
pounds  of  zinc.  In  1935  there  were  289  producing  lode  mines  in 
Idaho  and  1,079  producing  placer  mines,  compared  with  291  lode 
mines  and  1,172  placer  mines  in  1934. 

MONTANA 

The  output  of  gold,  silver,  copper,  lead,  and  zinc  from  mines  in 
Montana  in  1935  was  valued  at  $30,918,228  compared  with  $14,439,- 
363  in  1934,  according  to  T.  H.  Miller,  of  the  United  States  Bureau 
of  Mines.  The  output  of  gold  was  151,088.03  ounces,  valued  at 
$5,288,081,  an  increase  of  55  percent  from  97,445.95  ounces  in  1934. 
Dry  and  siliceous  ore  yielded  112,023.30  ounces  of  gold  (74  percent 
of  the  total  gold),  placers  yielded  26,299.23  ounces  (17  percent),  and 
most  of  the  remainder  was  recovered  from  lead-zinc  ore  and  copper 
ore.    A  gain  of  52,886.74  ounces  was  recovered  from  lode  mines  pro- 
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ducing  chiefly  gold  ore,  old  tailings,  etc.,  and  there  was  an  increase 
of  755.34  ounces  from  placers.  Crude  ore  smelted  contained  45,738.2,5 
ounces  of  gold,  concentrates  38,017.16  ounces,  and  bullion  from  gold 
and  silver  mills  39,272.10  ounces.  Substantial  increases  in  the  output 
of  gold  were  recorded  at  many  lode  mines,  including  the  Spring  Hill, 
Golden  Messenger  (United  Gold  Mines  Corporation),  Ruby  Gulch, 
Gould,  Anaconda,  Emery  Consolidated,  Basin  Montana,  Boaz,  Vos- 
burg,  Shafer,  Jardine,  West  Mayflower,  Golden  Rod,  Fleming, 
August  (Little  Ben),  Ermont,  and  Bachelor  properties.  Bucket 
dredges  in  Montana  recovered  12,680.87  ounces  of  gold,  dry-land 
dredges  9,031.88  ounces,  and  sluicing,  etc.,  4,586.48  ounces.  The 
increase  in  gold  from  placer  mines  came  chiefly  from  the  Humphreys 
dry-land  dredge  at  Virginia  City,  and  the  Porter  Bros,  bucket  dredge 
near  Helena.  The  leading  producers  of  gold  in  Montana  in  1935 
were  the  Pioneer  Placer  Dredging  Co.  at  Gold  Creek,  Standard 
Silver-Lead  Mining  Co.  (Gould  mine)  near  Wilborn,  Spring  Hill 
mine  (Montana  Consolidated  Mines  Corporation)  at  Helena,  Little 
Ben  at  Landusky,  Jardine  Mining  Co.  at  Jardine,  United  Gold  Mines 
Corporation  (Golden  Messenger)  mine  at  York,  the  Anaconda  at 
Butte,  Humphreys  Gold  Corporation  at  Virginia  City,  and  the  Ruby 
Gulch  mine  near  Landusky. 

The  output  of  silver  was  more  than  doubled  from  4,006,468  ounces 
in  1934  to  9,322,951  ounces  in  1935.  Copper  ore  yielded  4,350,353 
ounces  of  silver,  lead-zinc  ore  3,198,842  ounces;  and  siliceous  ore 
1,674,286  ounces.  Concentrates  of  all  classes  yielded  7,785,298 
ounces  of  silver  and  crude  ore  smelted  1,409,050  ounces.  Silver 
recovered  at  gold  and  silver  mills  was  64,540  ounces  and  miscellane- 
ous material  (chiefly  old  tailings  smelted)  60,568  ounces.  The  Ana- 
conda Copper  Mining  Co.  was,  as  usual,  the  most  important  producer 
of  silver  in  Montana.  The  largest  part  of  the  company's  silver  out- 
put was  recovered,  as  in  the  past,  from  copper  ore,  and  there  were 
large  increases  in  silver  recovered  in  1935  from  both  copper  ore  and 
lead-zinc  ore.  Other  large  silver  producers,  each  having  an  output  of 
more  than  140,000  ounces,  were  the  Trout  Mining  Co.  at  Philipsburg, 
Emma  &  Ophir  property  at  Butte  operated  by  the  Anaconda  Copper 
Mining  Co.  (Flathead  mine  Anaconda  Copper  Mining  Co.),  near  Kila, 
Basin  Montana  Tunnel  Co.  at  Basin,  Quartz  Hill  Mining  Co.  in  the 
Vipond  district,  in  Beaverhead  County,  and  the  Philipsburg  Mining 
Co.  at  Philipsburg. 

There  were  681  lode  mines  and  551  placers  operating  in  1935, 
compared  with  583  lode  mines  and  654  placers  in  1934. 

NEVADA 

The  higher  prices  for  gold  and  silver  had  a  marked  effect  on  the 
recovery  of  the  mining  industry  in  Nevada  during  1935,  according  to 
Charles  White  Merrill,  of  the  United  States  Bureau  of  Mines. 

The  output  of  gold  for  1935  is  estimated  to  be  184,940  fine  ounces 
valued  at  $6,472,900,  compared  with  144,275  fine  ounces  valued  at 
$5,042,411  in  1934;  this  represents  an  increase  of  28  percent  in  both 
the  quantity  and  value.  Virtually  all  of  the  gold  produced  in  Nevada 
was  derived  from  lode  deposits  and  preliminary  figures  indicate  that 
straight  dry  gold  ore  supplied  a  larger  quantity  of  gold  than  any 
other  class  of  ore.    Smaller  quantities  of  gold  were  recovered  from 
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copper  ore  and  dry  gold-silver  ore.  The  principal  methods  of  recovery 
of  gold  from  ore  were  direct  smelting,  concentration  followed  by 
smelting,  amalgamation,  and  cyanidation.  Among  the  leading  dis- 
tricts in  Nevada  were  the  Robinson  district,  White  Pine  County, 
Comstock  district,  Storey  County,  Manhattan  district,  Nye  County, 
Silver  Peak  and  Goldfield  districts,  Esmeralda  County,  and  the 
Silver  City  district,  Lyon  County.  The  leading  gold-producing 
companies  in  Nevada  in  1935,  arranged  in  the  approximate  order  of 
their  importance  as  producers,  were:  Nevada  Consolidated  Copper 
Corporation,  Robinson  district,  White  Pine  County;  Dayton  Con- 
solidated Mines  Co.,  Palmyra  district,  Lyon  County;  Nevada  Por- 
phyry Gold  Mines,  Inc.,  Round  Mountain  district,  Nye  County; 
White  Caps  Gold  Mining  Co.,  Manhattan  district,  Nye  County;  and 
the  Bradshaw  Syndicate,  Inc.,  Goldfield  district,  Esmeralda  County. 

Silver  production  in  Nevada  in  1935  is  estimated  to  be  4,359,300 
fine  ounces  valued  at  $3,133,247,  compared  with  3,057,114  fine 
ounces  valued  at  $1,976,316  in  1934.  This  represents  an  increase  of 
43  percent  in  quantity  and  59  percent  in  value.  Base  metal  ores, 
particularly  lead-zinc  ores,  and  copper  ores  proved  to  be  important 
sources  of  silver  in  1935.  Large  quantities  of  silver,  however,  were 
derived  from  dry  gold  ore,  dry  gold-silver  ore,  and  straight  silver  ore. 
The  association  of  silver  with  the  base  metals  explains  the  great 
importance  of  smelting  of  both  concentrates  and  ore  as  a  means  of 
silver  recovery.  Much  smaller  quantities  of  silver  were  extracted  by 
cyanidation  and  amalgamation.  Preliminary  figures  indicate  that 
Nye  County  would  continue  to  be  Nevada's  leading  silver-producing 
county  by  a  large  margin,  but  the  revival  of  copper  mining  in  White 
Pine  County  seems  likely  to  have  raised  that  county's  production  to  a 
par  with  Lincoln  County  for  1935.  Leading  silver-producing  com- 
panies of  the  State,  listed  approximately  in  the  order  of  their  import- 
ance, were  as  follows:  Treadwell  Yukon  Co.,  Ltd.,  Tybo  district,  Nye 
County;  Combined  Metals  Reduction  Co.,  Pioche  district,  Lincoln 
County;  Tonopah  Mining  Co.  of  Nevada,  Tonopah  district,  Nye 
County;  and  Arizona  Comstock  Corporation,  Comstock  district, 
Storey  County. 

NEW  MEXICO 

In  1935  New  Mexico  lode  and  placer  mines  yielded  33,435  ounces 
of  gold,  in  terms  of  recovered  metal,  compared  with  27,307.01  ounces 
in  1934,  according  to  Charles  W.  Henderson  and  A.  J.  Martin,  of  the 
United  States  Bureau  of  Mines.  The  increase  of  22  percent  in  pro- 
duction in  1935  was  due  largely  to  greater  activity  at  lode  mines  in 
the  Cooney-Mogollon  district,  Catron  County,  and  the  Mount  Baldy 
district,  Colfax  County,  and  at  placer  mines  in  the  Hillsboro  and 
Pittsburg  districts,  Sierra  County,  where  drag-line  and  power-shovel 
excavators  with  sluices  or  special  amalgamators  were  used.  Lead- 
zinc  ore  from  San  Miguel  County  yielded  44  percent  of  the  total  gold 
in  1935;  dry  and  siliceous  ores,  chiefly  from  Catron,  Colfax,  Grant, 
and  Hidalgo  Counties,  43  percent;  copper,  copper-lead,  and  lead  ores, 
mostly  shipped  to  smelters  in  small  lots  from  various  districts  in  the 
State,  2  percent,  and  placers  11  percent. 

The  mine  output  of  recoverable  silver  in  New  Mexico  in  1935  was 
1,061,902  ounces,  compared  with  1,061,775  ounces  in  1934.  There 
was  a  substantial  decrease  in  production  in  1935  from  1934  in  Grant 
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and  San  Miguel  Counties,  but  this  was  offset  by  an  increase  of  126 
percent  (152,815  ounces)  in  Catron  County.  In  1935  San  Miguel 
County  produced  41  percent  of  the  total  silver,  all  from  lead-zinc  ore 
of  the  Pecos  mine  in  the  Willow  Creek  district;  Grant  County  31  per- 
cent, chiefly  from  the  Central,  Steeple  Rock,  and  Pinos  Altos  dis- 
tricts; and  Catron  County,  26  percent,  all  from  the  Cooney-Mogollon 
district.  Lead-zinc  ore  from  Grant  and  San  Miguel  Counties  yielded 
62  percent  of  the  total  silver;  dry  and  siliceous  ore,  chiefly  from 
Catron  and  Grant  Counties,  36  percent;  and  copper,  copper-lead, 
and  lead  ore,  2  percent.  The  quantity  recovered  from  placers  was 
negligible.  The  total  production  of  gold  and  silver  (in  terms  of 
recovered  metals)  in  New  Mexico  from  1848  to  1935,  inclusive,  com- 
piled from  all  sources  by  Charles  W.  Henderson,  has  been  1,930,755 
fine  ounces  of  gold,  and  57,502,661  fine  ounces  of  silver. 

OREGON 

The  output  of  both  gold  and  silver  in  Oregon  in  1935  increased 
greatly,  according  to  Charles  White  Merrill,  of  the  United  States 
Bureau  of  Mines. 

In  1935  the  production  of  gold  is  estimated  to  be  52,920  fine 
ounces  valued  at  $1,852,200,  compared  with  33,712  ounces  valued 
at  $1,178,220  in  1934,  or  an  increase  of  57  percent  in  both  quantity 
and  value.  In  1934,  the  last  year  for  which  detailed  figures  are 
available,  66  percent  of  Oregon's  gold  output  came  from  placer  mines. 
Increased  activity  in  both  types  of  mining  during  1935  indicates  that 
the  ratio  between  placer  and  lode  gold  output  will  continue  about  the 
same.  Baker,  Grant,  Jackson,  and  Josephine  Counties  were  the 
leading  producers  of  placer  gold  in  1935;  Baker  County  had  the  out- 
standing yield  of  lode  gold  during  the  same  year. 

Silver  production  in  1935  is  estimated  to  be  110,100  fine  ounces 
valued  at  $79,134,  compared  with  46,560  ounces  valued  at  $30,099 
in  1934.  This  represents  an  increase  of  136  percent  in  quantity  and 
163  percent  in  value.  The  larger  part  of  the  production  came  from 
Baker  County,  where  the  Cornucopia  Gold  Mines,  Inc.,  alone  ac- 
counted for  over  70  percent  of  the  total  silver  output  of  the  State. 

SOUTH  DAKOTA 

The  production  of  gold  and  silver  from  lode  and  placer  mines  in 
South  Dakota  in  1935  was  567,230.20  ounces  of  gold  and  151,047 
ounces  of  silver,  compared  with  486,118.97  ounces  of  gold  and  99,741 
ounces  of  silver  in  1934,  according  to  Charles  W.  Henderson  and  A.  J. 
Martin,  of  the  United  States  Bureau  of  Mines.  In  both  years  the 
silver  was  recovered  as  a  byproduct  of  gold  mining.  In  1935  the 
gold  value  at  $35  per  ounce  was  $19,853,057;  the  silver  value  at 
$0.71875  per  ounce  was  $108,565.  Gold  and  silver  production  in 
South  Dakota  to  date  has  been  confined  to  Custer,  Lawrence,  and 
Pennington  Counties  in  the  area  known  as  the  "Black  Hills." 

The  Homestake  mine  at  Lead,  Lawrence  County,  the  largest  pro- 
ducer of  gold  in  the  United  States,  yielded  1,379,163  tons  of  ore  in 
1935-  revenue  from  the  sale  of  gold-silver  bullion  and  a  small  quantity 
of  assay  laboratory  slag  was  $19,191,013.19— $2,675,329  more  than  in 
1934.    Dividends  paid  in  1935  were  $14,064,960.    From  1876  to 
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1935,  inclusive,  this  mine  has  yielded  bullion  and  concentrates  which 
brought  a  cash  return  of  $302,001,503  after  freight,  express,  insurance, 
mint,  and  smelter  charges  are  deducted;  the  company  has  paid 
$88,020,442  in  dividends.  At  the  end  of  1935  there  were  14,918,132 
tons  of  ore  blocked  out  and  remaining  in  the  mine.  Among  the  14 
other  gold-producing  mines  in  South  Dakota  in  1935  the  most  impor- 
tant were  the  Decorah-Portland-Two  Johns- Aj  ax  group  of  mines  at 
Trojan  and  the  Maitland  in  the  Maitland  district,  both  in  Lawrence 
County.  Placer  operations  yielded  936.86  ounces  in  1935,  compared 
with  1,080.20  ounces  in  1934.  The  total  production  of  gold  and 
silver  (in  terms  of  recovered  metals)  in  South  Dakota  from  the  begin- 
ning of  production  in  1875  to  the  end  of  1935,  as  compiled  by  Charles 
W.  Henderson,  has  been  16,469,364  ounces  of  gold  and  8,386,026 
ounces  of  silver. 

TEXAS 

In  1935  metal  mines  in  Texas  produced  518  ounces  of  gold  and 
1,000,960  ounces  of  silver,  in  terms  of  recovered  metals,  compared 
with  358.74  ounces  of  gold  and  854,442  ounces  of  silver  in  1934, 
according  to  Charles  W.  Henderson  and  A.  J.  Martin,  of  the  United 
States  Bureau  of  Mines.  The  Presidio  silver  mine  at  Shafter,  in 
Presidio  County,  produced  the  bulk  of  the  State  output  in  both  years, 
the  gold  (and  some  lead)  having  been  recoA^ered  in  relatively  small 
quantity  with  the  silver.  The  only  other  producer  of  importance  in 
Texas  in  1935  was  the  Hazel  mine,  in  Culberson  County,  from  which 
1,431  tons  of  silver-copper  ore  were  shipped.  A  small  aggregate- 
output,  mostly  of  silver,  was  made  from  small-scale  operations  at 
other  mines  and  prospects  in  Culberson,  Hudspeth,  and  Presidio 
Counties.  The  total  production  of  gold  and  silver  in  Texas  (in 
terms  of  recovered  metals)  from  the  beginning  of  production  in  1885 
to  the  end  of  1935,  compiled  from  all  sources  by  Charles  W.  Henderson — 
mostly  from  the  Presidio  mine — has  been  5,485  fine  ounces  of  gold 
and  24,629,507  fine  ounces  of  silver. 

UTAH 

The  output  of  gold,  silver,  copper,  lead,  and  zinc  from  mines  in 
Utah  in  1935  was  valued  at  $31,676,748,  an  increase  of  $8,701,214 
from  that  of  1934,  according  to  C.  N.  Gerry  and  T.  H.  Miller,  of  the 
United  States  Bureau  of  Mines. 

The  gold  output  was  184,838  ounces,  valued  at  $6,469,330,  an 
increase  from  136,581.52  ounces  in  1934.  It  exceeded  the  average 
annual  output  (180,265.17  ounces)  for  the  decade  1926  to  1935. 
Siliceous  ore,  old  tailings,  etc.  (chiefly  gold  ore),  yielded  88,789.19/ 
ounces,  copper  ore  67,689.79  ounces,  lead-zinc  ore  18,549.27  ounces, 
and  lead  ore  9,523.21  ounces.  Placers  yielded  only  255.80  ounces  of 
gold,  less  than  1  percent  of  the  State  total.  There  was  an  increase 
of  3,297  ounces  of  gold  recovered  from  lead-zinc  ore,  16,741  ounces 
from  siliceous  ore,  23,530  ounces  from  copper  ore,  and  4,540  ounces 
from  lead  ore.  Marked  increases  in  gold  output  were  made  at  the 
Utah  Copper,  United  States  &  Lark,  and  Boston  Consolidated  mines- 
at  Bingham,  the  Park  City  Consolidated  and  Park  City  Utah  mines 
at  Park  City,  and  the  Lewiston  Peak  mine  at  Mercur.  The  leading 
producers  of  gold  in  Utah  were  the  Utah  Copper,  United  States  & 
Lark,  Eureka   Standard,  Lewiston   Peak,   Mammoth,  Manning, 
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Eureka  Lilly,  and  Utah-Delaware  mines.  These  eight  mines  yielded 
nearly  78  percent  of  the  total  gold  produced  in  Utah  in  1935. 

The  silver  production  in  Utah  increased  from  an  output  of  7,111,417 
ounces  in  1934  to  9,227,673  ounces  in  1935,  or  nearly  30  percent.  The 
output  in  1935  was  about  70  percent  of  the  average  annual  output 
(12,302,155  fine  ounces)  for  the  decade  1926  to  1935;  the  State  dropped 
to  third  place  as  a  silver  producer,  following  Idaho  and  Montana. 
There  was  a  marked  increase  in  the  production  of  each  of  the  three 
chief  producing  regions — -Bingham,  Park  City,  and  Tintic.  Separated 
as  to  source,  the  silver  came  principally  from  lead-zinc  ore,  which 
supplied  4,439,319  ounces,  compared  with  3,764,602  ounces  in  1934, 
an  increase  of  more  than  674,700  ounces,  largely  from  the  West  Moun- 
tain and  Park  City  regions;  and  lead  ore  supplied  1,029,585  ounces  in 
1935,  compared  with  1,006,198  ounces  in  1934.  Dry  or  siliceous  ore 
yielded  3,154,674  ounces  of  silver;  copper  ore,  602,853  ounces;  copper- 
lead  ore,  366  ounces;  and  placers,  32  ounces.  First-class  crude  ore 
shipped  to  smelters  yielded  4,180,949  ounces  of  silver,  and  ore  con- 
centrated yielded  5,021,081  ounces.  The  Tintic  district  in  Juab  and 
Utah  Counties  produced  2,664,729  ounces,  against  1,976,223  ounces 
in  1934.  The  Bingham  district,  Salt  Lake  County,  produced  3,455,538 
ounces,  against  2,652,994  ounces  in  1934  and  the  Park  City  region, 
Summit  and  Wasatch  Counties,  2,500,256  ounces,  against  1,995,050 
ounces  in  1934.  The  five  largest  producers  of  silver  in  Utah  were  the 
United  States  &  Lark  property  at  Bingham,  the  Tintic  Standard  mine 
at  Dividend,  the  Silver  King  Coalition  at  Park  City,  the  Park  City 
Consolidated  east  of  Park  City,  and  the  Utah  Copper  at  Bingham. 
There  were  239  producing  mines,  of  which  208  were  lode  mines  and 
31  placers,  compared  with  190  lode  and  28  placers  in  1934. 

WASHINGTON 

The  output  of  gold,  silver,  copper,  lead,  and  zinc  from  mines  in 
Washington  in  1935  was  valued  at  $394,041  compared  with  $500,945 
in  1934,  according  to  C.  N.  Gerry  and  T.  H.  Miller,  of  the  United 
States  Bureau  of  Mines. 

The  output  of  gold  was  9,739.60  fine  ounces,  valued  at  $340,886, 
an  increase  from  8,301.83  ounces  in  1934.  Most  of  the  gold  output, 
8,122.33  fine  ounces  or  83  percent,  came  from  siliceous  gold  ores; 
placers  yielded  1,547.60  fine  ounces,  or  16  percent  of  the  gold.  More 
than  14~000  tons  of  first-class  ore  of  smelting  grade  came  from  mines 
in  the  Republic  district,  Ferry  County,  including  chiefly  the  output 
of  the  Aurum  and  Blaine-Republic  mines.  The  largest  gold  producers 
in  the  State  in  1935  were  the  Aurum  at  Republic,  Bodie  in  Cascade 
district,  Okanogan  County,  Blaine-Republic  at  Republic,  First 
Thought  near  Orient,  Boundary  Red  Mountain  in  Whatcom  County, 
and  the  Morning  Star  in  the  Danville  district,  Ferry  County.  The 
Boundary  Red  Mountain  property  in  Whatcom  County,  the  largest 
producer  of  gold  in  the  State  in  1932,  was  active  for  only  a  short 
time  at  the  close  of  the  year.  Crude  ore  smelted— 15,296  tons- 
yielded  5,918.38  ounces  of  srold,  ore  and  old  tailings  treated  at  gold 
and  silver  mills  yielded  2,167.10  ounces  of  gold  in  bullion,  and  106.23 
ounces  of  gold  were  recovered  from  all  kinds  of  concentrates. 

The  output  of  silver,  chiefljr  from  the  Republic  district,  Ferry 
Count v,  was  52,338  ounces,  an  increase  of  8,218  ounces  over  that  of 
1934  '  Of  the  total  silver,  43,774  ounces  had  its  source  in  siliceous  ore, 
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4,744  ounces  in  lead  ore,  76  ounces  in  lead-zinc  ore,  and  263  ounces  in 
placer  dust  and  bullion.  Crude  ore  supplied  most  of  the  silver,  or 
36,810  ounces;  concentrates,  13,444  ounces;  and  ore  treated  by  amal- 
gamation or  cyanidation,  1,745  ounces.  The  three  largest  producers 
of  silver,  each  producing  more  than  5,000  ounces,  were  the  Aurum 
group  at  Republic,  the  Deer  Trail  mine  near  Springdale,  and  the  Daisy 
mine  of  the  Consolidated  Silver  Mountain  Mines  Co.  in  Summit  dis- 
trict, Stevens  County.  There  were  63  lode  mines  and  172  placers 
producing  in  1935,  as  compared  with  62  lode  mines  and  210  placers 
operating  in  1934. 

WYOMING 

The  mine  production  of  gold  and  silver  in  Wyoming  in  1935,  in 
terms  of  recovered  metals,  was  3,715  ounces  of  gold  and  1,152  ounces 
of  silver,  compared  with  4,871.36  ounces  of  gold  and  710  ounces  of 
silver  in  1934,  according  to  Charles  W.  Henderson  and  A.  J.  Martin,  of 
the  United  States  Bureau  of  Mines.  The  largest  part  of  the  output  of 
gold  in  1935  came  from  five  placer  operations  using  drag-line  excavators 
and  portable  screening  and  sluicing  equipment  in  the  Atlantic  City 
district,  Fremont  County.  Most  of  the  1,009.80  ounces  of  gold  pro- 
duced at  lode  mines  came  from  the  Duncan-Mary  Ellen  and  Iron 
Duke-Hidden  Hand  groups  in  the  same  district.  Carbon  and  Albany 
Counties  produced  399  ounces  of  gold  in  1935,  mainly  from  a  drag-line 
excavator  and  floating  washing  plant  on  Douglas  Creek,  Albany 
County,  and  a  dry-land  dredge  installation  on  Sawmill  Creek,  Carbon 
County.  A  small  quantity  of  placer  gold  was  recovered  in  Bighorn, 
Park,  and  Teton  Counties,  and  447  ounces  of  silver  was  contained  in 
silver  ore  shipped  from  the  Kirwin  district,  Park  County.  The  total 
production  of  gold  and  silver  (in  terms  of  recovered  metals)  in  Wyo- 
ming from  1867  to  1935,  inclusive,  compiled  from  all  sources  by 
Charles  W.  Henderson,  has  been  71,551  ounces  of  gold  and  72,653 
ounces  of  silver.

Issue  by  the  mints  and  assay  offices  of  gold  and  silver  for  industrial- 
arts  use  has  very  substantially  lessened  since  gold  was  revalued  and 
a  gold-handling  charge  imposed,  and  the  supplying  of  industry  by 
commercial  refiners  of  those  metals  has  substantially  increased. 
Previously  the  principal  source  of  gold  supply  to  industry  was  the 
mint  service  institutions.

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ADDENDA  TO  REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR 

OF  THE  MINT 


Bases  Used  for  Mint  Service  Statistics 

Gold  and  silver,  as  well  as  minor  coinage  metals,  are  accounted  for 
by  quantity  as  well  as  by  value.  Most  of  tbe  published  mint  service 
statistics  pertaining  to  such  metals  are  on  a  primary  quantity  basis 
rather  than  a  primary  value  basis  because,  in  some  degree,  the  value 
factor  antedates  the  quantity  factor,  as  when  advance  partial  pay- 
ments are  made  on  large  deposits  of  bullion  or  foreign  coin  pending 
determination  by  melt,  assay,  and  computation,  of  the  exact  quantities 
and  values  of  the  materials  deposited.  The  quantity  basis  comprises 
received  bullion,  the  quantity  and  value  whereof  bave  been  finally 
determined,  whether  or  not  paid  for;  also  melted  coin  that  has  been 
reviewed  and  classified  after  having  been  received  as  withdrawn  from 
monetary  use.  The  value  basis  comprises  received  bullion,  the  quan- 
tity and  value  whereof  have  been  finally  determined,  whether  or  not 
paid  for;  also  received  bullion  to  the  value  of  advance  payments 
thereon  prior  to  making  final  determinations;  and  received  but 
unreviewed  coin  that  has  been  withdrawn  from  monetary  use.  To 
effect  reconciliation  between  the  quantity  basis  and  value  basis,  from 
period  to  period,  would  require  consideration  also  of  prior  period 
advances. 

The  tabulations  of  "Deposits  and  purchases  "  include  received  metal 
for  which  payment  is  made  in  bars  bearing  the  Government  stamp, 
as  well  as  that  paid  for  by  check  or  in  cash.  In  these  tabulations  the 
receipt  classification  item  of  "Domestic  refinery  bullion"  includes 
that  refined  from  new  production  of  both  domestic  and  foreign  mines, 
also  old  or  secondar}'  source  metals,  with  inconsiderable  amounts  from 
small  refineries  that  work  only  old  materials. 

Gold  and  silver  production  estimates. — These  estimates  consist  of 
arrivals  at  United  States  mints  and  assay  offices  and  at  privately 
owned  refineries  (bullion-producing  plants),  of  gold  and  silver  from 
mines  within  the  States  and  Territories  of  the  United  States,  including 
the  production  of  the  Philippine  Islands  which  comes  to  the  United 
States  for  reduction.  The  portion  of  tins  figure  representing  mint 
receipts  is  on  the  quantity  basis. 

Gold  and  silver  consumption  in  industry. — These  estimates  comprise 
bar  sales  by  the  mints  and  assay  offices  for  industrial  use  (partly 
estimated)  plus  similar  items  issued  by  private  refiners,  dealers  (and 
manufacturers),  as  reported  to  the  Mint  Bureau,  plus  an  estimate  of 
domestic  coin  melted  for  industrial  use;  from  the  total  of  these  is 
deducted  the  old  jewelry,  plate,  scrap,  etc.,  received  by  the  same 
concerns,  giving  net  new  materials  consumed. 

Stock  of  domestic  coin—  Consists  of  an  estimate  made  in  1873  of 
gold  and  silver  coin,  the  former  of  which  was  revised  in  1907,  with 
annual  addition  of  new  coinage  and  reported  imports,  and  deduction 
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of  withdrawn  coin,  reported  exports,  and  an  estimate  for  industrial 
use;  from  1928  to  1933  the  additional  factor  of  gold  coin  "earmarked," 
or  set  aside  for  foreign  owners,  was  considered,  such  transactions  being 
equivalent  to  exports  and  releases  thereof  being  equivalent  to  imports. 
After  1933  gold  coin  has  been  omitted  as  such,  since  it  was  demonetized 
January  31,  1934;  unmelted  gold  coin  on  hand  is  treated  as  bullion. 
In  1928  minor  coin  was  added,  using  only  the  5-cent  nickel  and  1-cent 
bronze  coins  of  the  type  commonly  in  circulation  and  considering  only 
the  amounts  coined  and  those  withdrawn  for  recoinage.  The  mone- 
tary stock  tables  for  a  series  of  years  have  been  revised  back  to  the 
establishing  of  the  Federal  Reserve  System  (1914)  to  include  ear- 
marked gold,  and  to  include  minor  coin  back  to  1900.  The  item  of 
coin  withdrawn  as  used  in  the  stock  compilation  omits  the  coin  re- 
ceived for  recoinage  but  not  yet  reviewed,  which  coin  is  subject  to 
classification  adjustments. 

Domestic  coin  made. — These  data  cover  the  coin  delivered  from  the 
manufacturing  department  to  the  issuing  (cash)  division,  and  include 
the  new  coin  made  from  withdrawn  old  coin,  as  well  as  all  other 
newly  made  coin.  It  is  now  required  that  all  coins  be  delivered  to  the 
cash  division  during  the  year  impressed  on  such  coins;  during  the 
earlier  years  this  was  not  always  done.

FOREIGN  AND  WORLD  MONETARY  STATISTICS 

The  statistics  of  foreign  countries  on  production,  import,  export, 
and  coinage  of  gold  and  silver,  and  stocks  of  money,  published 
annually  in  the  reports  of  the  Bureau  of  the  Mint,  are  obtained,  so  far 
as  practicable,  directly  from  the  governments  of  such  countries  by 
the  representatives  of  the  United  States  accredited  to  them. 

Interrogatories  covering  the  points  on  which  information  is  sought 
are  sent  yearly  to  the  United  States  ambassadors  and  ministers 
through  the  Department  of  State,  and  the  replies  in  the  form  of 
reports,  are  forwarded  directly  to  the  Bureau  of  the  Mint. 

Receipts  of  replies  to  the  interrogatories  are  frequently  dela}red  in 
transmission  and  the  available  data  for  the  calendar  year  under 
review  are  usually  incomplete.  In  a  general  way  interrogatory 
answers  are  herein  published  as  received,  with  the  addition  of  equiva- 
lents. If  inaccuracies  are  apparent,  information  that  would  warrant 
the  making  of  possible  corrections  is  often  unavailable. 

In  the  absence  of  dependable  official  returns  from  foreign  countries 
the  most  reliable  data  available  are  used  in  compiling  world  statistics 
(tabulations  at  end  of  this  volume).  Where  data  other  than  from  the 
interrogatory  replies  are  used  the  source  of  the  information  is  stated. 
Conversions  of  foreign  moneys  or  values  into  United  States  equiva- 
lents have  been  made  at  the  legal  par  rates  unless  otherwise  stated 
(in  the  text). 

Revised  world  tables  for  1934  and  tables  for  1935,  subject  to  revi- 
sion, are  printed  at  the  end  of  this  volume. 

Detailed  data  that  form  the  basis  of  the  tables  are  regularly  in- 
serted at  this  point,  but  have  been  omitted  in  recent  years  by  reason 
of  curtailment  of  funds  available  for  printing.

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THE  MINT 
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REVISION  OF  DATA  ON  GOLD  PRODUCTION  BY  RUSSIA,  INCLUDING 

SIBERIA 

A  revision  of  estimated  Russian  gold  production  for  the  years  1913  to  1934  has 
been  made  from  United  States  consular  reports,  based  principally  on  Soviet 
publications.  While  available  data  are  quite  indefinite  and  in  many  instances 
contradictory,  it  is  believed  that  this  revision  more  nearly  represents  actual 
production  than  data  heretofore  used,  including  the  revision  published  in  United 
States  Mint  annual  report  for  the  fiscal  j^ear  1933.  These  revisions  have  been 
carried  into  the  last  two  tables  in  this  volume,  of  world  production  over  a  series 
of  years.
